How Russia tried to dig up support

The announcements on social media all 
featured the same grim, coal-dust-cov- 
ered visage of a miner straight from the 
shafts. The text beneath called on coal 
workers to turn out in cities across Penn- 
sylvania to show their support for then- 
presidential candidate Donald Trump. 

Reporters were solicited to cover the 
events. Grassroots organizers and top Re- 
publican leaders — including a former 
governor — were encouraged to lend 


their support. 


But unbeknownst to any of them, the 
invitations had come from 4,300 miles 


away. 


Those planned October 2016 Pennsylva- 
nia rallies — advertised under the slogan 
“Miners for Trump” — were just one of 
the efforts highlighted Thursday in spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller’s report on 
Russian attempts to use social media to 
sway the 2016 election in Trump’s favor. 

Mueller’s findings made only scant 
mention of the Russians’ efforts to orga- 
nize demonstrations in the Keystone 
State — a lone paragraph in the 448-page 
tome in a section outlining the well-fund-

the president. Trump was largely 
thwarted by those around him 
who refused to go along. 
Mueller laid out multiple epi- 
sodes in which Trump directed 
others to influence or curtail the 
Russia probe after the special 
counsels appointment in May 
2017. Those efforts “were mostly 
unsuccessful, but that is largely 
because the persons who sur- 
rounded the President declined 
to carry out orders or accede to 
his requests,” Mueller wrote. 
After nearly two years, the two- 
volume, 448-page redacted re- 
port made for riveting reading. 
In one particularly dramatic 
moment, Mueller reported that

William 
Korzon: “Did 
you find the 
body?”

After decades of questioning and prod- 
ding, William Korzon allegedly let slip a 
short question that landed him in pris- 
on. 

“Did you find the body?” investigators 
in Bucks County said he asked them 
earlier this year. 

Korzon, 76, was arrested Thursday 
morning at his home in York County, 
charged with the murder of his wife, 
Gloria, who disappeared in 1981 shortly 


after leaving work. He also has been 
charged with forging Gloria’s name on 
tax documents and greeting cards to 
“keep up appearances,” and soliciting a 
neighbor to help him, in an aborted plot, 
to murder a Warrington Township po- 
lice officer who was investigating Glo- 
ria’s disappearance. 

Magisterial District Judge Jean Sea- 
man denied Korzon bail, and he was 
taken into custody after a short arraign- 
ment in Jamison. Keith Williams, a
